K 
Vista students were being 
held ioday in the County jail on charges 
of suspicion of arson after a fire bomb, 
apparently set to go off early this morn- 
ing, was discovered last night in a trash 
receptacle behind an Isla Vista business 
house. 
The youths were identified as Norman 
L. Harney and Johnson B. Walker, both 
20 of 6542 Saboda Tarde Rd., Isla Vista. 
The two are also being questioned in 
connection with the bombing death a year 
ago on the UCSB campus of a faculty 
club caretaker. 


The arrest and fire bomb threat were 
the only untoward incidents in the strife- 
torn community last night. Officers de» 
cribed the night as a “ good night” and 
students and youths were allowed on the 
streets until 11 p.m. 


fire bomb plot foiled, two suspects held 


County firemen were called to the 
scene of the fire bomb and doused the re­ 
ceptacle and called demolition experts 
from Pt. Mugu Naval Station to deacti­ 
vate the device. 
Earlier in the day, Sheriff James W. 
Webster revealed a Santa Barbara city 
police officer had been relieved from duty 
after acknowledging he accidentally dis­ 
charged his rifle in Isla Vista early 
Saturday at the time a 23-year-old stu­ 
dent was fatally wounded. 


The officer, who was not identified, 
discharged his rifle while disembarking 
from a truck at Perfect Park, close to 
the Bank of /\merica branch office which 
has been the target of activitists the 
past few months. 
At approximately the same instant, 
it is believed, the student, Kevin Patrick 


Moran, 22, of Saratoga, fell with a bul­ 
let in liis right side. 


Webster said he is requesting the Cali- 
fornia attorney general’s office make an 
invesdgation of the case. State findings 
could be presented to a coroner’s inquest 
here, he added. The bullet which killed 
Moran is being examined at the state 
crime laboratory in Sacramento, he add­ 
ed. It was found to be deformed and 
flattened as though it might have richo 
cheted from a roadway, tree or building, 
Webster showed. 


Positive identification of the bullet as 
being one that could have been fired 
from the officer’s rifle “ is extremely 
doubtful,” declared Webster. 
Santa Barbara Police Chief Alfred W. 
Trembley said the officer at first heard 


that the youth was killed by a .22 cali- 
ber bullet and had felt he could not have 
caused it. Later, when news came in that 
a 30-06 calibre bullet had caused the 
death, the officer “ was waiting for me 
at 6 a.m. when I arrived at my office” 
and told of the discharge of his rifle. 
The chief said the officer was bur­ 
dened with a gas mask and gloves at the 
time the gun was misfired, and was on 
a mission to Perfect Park to try to 
ferret out a sniper believed firing from 
that area. 
At the County Board of Supervisors 
meeting yesterday, a Radical Union rep- 
resentative told the board; “ I’ve heard 
people say that bank is going.” He said 
he was Eric Hutchins a UC Santa Bar­ 
bara student. 
“ Remove that bank from Isla Vista and 
you’ll remove a target,” a former UC 


Santa Barbara student, Robert Denny of 
Santa Barbara, told the board. 
William Van Ness, a campus pastor at 
UCSB, also suggested that the county 
supervisors “ use all means to discour­ 
age the Bank of America from reopening 
its branch at this time.” 


Students and campus clergy seemed 
agreed that police actions were tending to 
radicalize sutdents who haven’t been 
radical up to now. 
They deplored “ in­ 
discriminate” use of tear gas, the firing 
of gas canisters without warning the 
shooting of birdshot. 
“ There are enough people in Isla 
Vista to control the situation,” declar­ 
ed student Andrew Simpson. “ Violence 
was not imminent until the police came.” 
Then came Isla Vista business per­ 
sons. Mrs. Mabel Shultz asked to give 


officers the power of “ taking away the 
Isla Vista vagrants . . . the street 
people . . . by making use of vagrancy 
laws.” 
Bud Oxford, a realty company own- 
er, said: “ My windows have been brok­ 
en. I don’t feel I should have to live 
by one set of laws and students by an­ 
other.” He said he wanted his office to 
get the same protection as the Bank of 
America, but wasn’t getting it. 
Mrs. Barbara Simmons, owner of a 
travel agency in Isla Vista, said other 
business people in the town were afraid 
to come and testify. She said she “ was 
afraid, too,” and had had her office win­ 
dows smashed before. 
She said she 
“ did not think it was right to ask any 
busness to move out. . . I was taught 
that if you didn’t like one business you 
patronized another.“

Five-man panel 
to investigate charges 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - The House 
Judiciary committee created a special 
five - man panel today to investigate 
charges that Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas should be impeached. 
The committee, seeking to assert 
jurisdiction over resolutions to impeach 
Douglas, stressed that neither a “ Whiter 
wash nor a witch hunt” would take place. 
The special panel is composed of three* 
Democrats and two Republicans, headed 
by Judiciary Chairman Emanuel Celler 
D-N.Y. 
It was given 60 days to report findings 
to the full committee. 
Rep. William M. McCulloch, R-Ohio. 
was appointed ranking GOP member oif 
the panel. 
The other three members 
are Reps. Byron G. Rogers, D-Colo., 
Jack B. Brooks, D-Tex., and Edward 
Hutchinson, R-Mich. 
All are lawyers. 


Celler said Douglas undoubtedly would 
be invited to testify before the panel. 
“ I should think Mr. Douglas should 
testify.” Celler said. 


Celler and McCulloch had joined in 
an appeal for committee action in terms 
of traditional Judicary jurisdiction over 
impeachment 
resolutions, 
carefully 
avoiding any implication of bias for 
or against Douglas that might fuel efforts 
to bypass the committee. 


Failure of judiciary to take up the im­ 
peachment issue would have left Douglas’ 
congressional opponents in a position 
to push for creation of a select com­ 
mittee to consider it-an avenue they con­ 
sidered more favorable to their success 
than the liberal-oriented Judiciary com­ 
mittee. 


No end in sight 
to teamster strikes

Teamsters in the Northeast pressed 
for higher benefits today with the threat 
of a strike by 90,000 truck drivers. 
Truckers' 
walkouts 
from 
Ohio to 
Californiaridling nearly 75,000 drivers 
-showed no signs of ending. 
Federal mediators tried unsuccess- 
ftilly to resume talks between union 
and industry leaders in Chicago, ^liere 
negotiations have been deadlocked for 
three weeks. 
In New Jersey, a top Teamster Union 
leader, Joseph Uzzolino of Newark, said 
all Teamsters in New York, New Jersey 
and New England would go on strike 
Thursday unless truck owners sign sep­ 
arate benefit agreements by noon Wed­ 
nesday. 
Uzzolino said the walkout could affect 
90,000 men working for 3,200 trucking 


firms. 
He predicted the companies 
would sign the agreements, which ask 
for a 10-cent increase to the union 
welfare fund and a 13th paid holiday 
rather than risk a strike. 
Chicago truckers have offered a 70- 
cent-an-hour wage hike over a three-year 
contract. A national agreement reached 
in Washington, which has still not been 
ratified by 
Teamsters 
around 
the 
country, 
calls 
for 
a $1.10-an-hour 
increase for the three-year period. 


An estimated 12,600 drivers were on 
strike in Ohio and 9,500 in St. Louis, 
Mo. 
Commercial officials in St. Louis 
estimate 50,000 persons have been laid 
off or walked off their jobs since the 
Teamsters strike began April I. 
A limited back-to work movement was 
reported among wildcat strikers in Los 
Angeles.

Nixon to pull out 
another 150,000 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-President Nix­ 
on, crediting better-thaoexpected prog­ 
ress in turning the war over to the 
Vietnamese, has announced plans to bring 
home another 150,000 U.S. soldiers in 
the next 12 months. If successful, the 
withdrawal would cut the total U.S. 
troop commitment in Vietnam to about 
half of what it was when Nixon took of­ 
fice. 
“ The decision I have announced to 
night,” Nixon told a nationwide radio and 
TV audience, “ means that we finally 
have in sight the just peace we are 
seeking. We can now say with confidence 
that pacification is succeeding. We can 
say with confidence Uiat the South Viet­ 
namese can develop the capacity for their 
own defense. 
“ We can say with confidence that all 
American combat forces can and will be 
withdrawn,” he added. 
Since Nixon started the cutbacks last 
June, 115,000 soldiers have been pulled 
out — bringing the current troop level 
to 343,000 compared to 549,000 when the 
Nixon administration took office. The lat­ 
est cutback would bring the total down to 
284,000 by May, 1971. 
Nixon said the timing of tlie pullout 
would depend on “ our best judgment of 
the current military and diplomatic situ­ 
ation” and he 
warned, as he has twice 
before, that he would take “ strong and ef- 
fective measures” if the pullout is greet­ 
ed by increased Communist military ac­ 
tivity. 
The move gave the president a year­ 
long period of flexibility to make witli- 
drawals on the basis of the war in 
Vietnam, and the increasing military 
activity across the rest of Indochina. 
Nixon avoided a discussion of overall 
Indochina policy, however, except to take 


note of the situation and to admit that 
problems 
in Cambodia and Laos chal­ 
lenge the withdrawal plans with some 
clear risks. 
A scattering of congressional reaction 
to Nixon’s speech was generally favor­ 
able. Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield said he was “ surprised and 
pleased” at the pullout plans and added 
that Nixon is “ continuing in the rigfit 
direction — out.” 
White House aides said another rea­ 
son for stretching the pullout over a Ij.

Astronauts report to nation 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston UPI) - 
Apollo 13’s astronauts report to the na­ 
tion tonight on their brush with death 
in a moonflight failure that cast doubt 
on the future of America’s next manned 
space voyage. 
James A. Lovell, John L. Swigert and 
Fred W. Haise scheduled a 7:30 p.m. 
EST nationally televised news confer­ 
ence to discuss what they saw and 
heard when an explosion ripped their 
spacecraft eight days ago and wrecked 
their planned moon landing. 
The astronauts also will give their per­ 
sonal account of their four-day fight for 
survival on the 312,619 mile emergency 
return to earth. 
Apollo I3’s near - disaster came as 
Apollo 14 already was scheduled for 
launch Oct. 1 for a fourtli mocxi landing 
attempt. 


But space agency officials Said there 
would be no more moonflights until the 
cause of the oxygen tank explosion aboard 
Apollo 13 is fully determined and the 
problem rectified. Also in doubt was the 
landing site on the moon for Apollo 14. 
Before their first public account of 
their flight, however, the pilots discuss­ 
ed the abortive mission with project of­ 
ficials. The astronauts began debrief­ 
ing Monday, recording tlieir step-by-step 
recollections of Apollo 13’s seven days 
in space. 
On hand for the debriefing today was 
Edgar M. Cortwright, chairman of a 
board of inquiry into the cause of the 
oxygen tank explosion and ways of pre- 
venting a recurrence. 
Cortwright was expected to name the 
oUier members of the board today. 
The $375 million mission was the 


first failure in the nation s manned

exploration program, and the 
Apollo science director — Anthony Ca- 
lio — Said the loss was a blow to the 
scientific community.

Greene,

peatedly warned the audience of 
more 
than 30D that he would 
order the hearing room cleared 
of spectators unless they quit 
applauding witnesses and grum­ 
bling and laughing aloud. 
The committee set the legis­ 
lation 
by Republican Assem­

Court decisions requiring that

school 
child be given 


an equal opportunity for edu­ 
cation. 


Barrett also said the courts 
would delve 
into the legisla­ 
tive 
history 
of the measure 
in trying to determine the ol)- 
jective and motives of the law. 
He said in analyzing the Wake­ 
field plan the courts would de­ 
termine 
that it 
attempted to 
circumvent racial integration. 


But Wakefield told the com­ 
mittee 
the proposal “ does not 
under 
any circumstances tell 
a school board whether it shall 
or shall not have an integrated 
program or whether it shall or 
shall not bus.’’

committee will deter­ 
mine, among other things, whe­ 
ther a county-wide narcotics 
and drug control commission 
should be set up, it was decided. 
At the same time Supervisor 
Francis 
H. Beattie said that 
in his Lompoc area officials 
have already got going on the 
problem. 
The sheriffs office 
school representatives, police 
and 
Parent - Teacher 
Assn. 
groups are pushing through a 
program, he declared, that will 
begin with drug education as 
early as the fourth grade level. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of 
Santa Maria, said high school 


district officials and others in 
his area are also concerned 
and taking steps to try to im­ 
prove the situation. 
A local 
committee to work out speci­ 
fic local problems could be set 
up in the various areas to work 
with a permanent county-wide 
commission is urged by Santa 
Marians, he declared. 
The board agreed to have 
representation on the commit­ 
tee from the school superin­ 
tendent’s offices in Santa Bar­ 
bara, Santa Maria, Lompoc and 
Carpinteria, along with County 
Schools Superintendent Lorenzo 
Dall’Armi, County Health Di­ 
rector Joseph T. Nardo and Pro­ 
bation Officer Clifford Romer, 
The agreement to have a 
committee named as a possible 
prelude to formation of a com­ 
mission came after two publio 
hearings held by the Board of 
Supervisors to get first-hand 
testimony on what most agreed 
is a frighteningproblem in many 
county areas. 
County 
Administrative Off­ 
icer Raymond D. Johnson was 
authorized by the board to look 
into prospects for Federal and 
State grants to help the com­ 
mittee program. 


P.O. to consider closing Saturdays 


Lompoc postal officials are 
surveying public reaction to a 
proposed closing of the Post 
Office business functions on 
Saturday mornings. 
W. C. Ratcliffc, 
assistant 
postmaster, said initial sam­ 
plings of customers appearing 
at the business counter this 
morning indicated a favorable 
reaction. 
He said the deci­ 
sion on closing down on Sat­ 
urdays 
would be made in a 
week or two. 
Under 
the 
plan which is 
being worked out locally, the 
regular business counter ser­ 
vice would close down cm Sat- 
urdays, but customers could 
still pick up special package 
mail at a rear counter. Mail 
delivery to homes would not be 
affected. 
The 
proposed 
plan would 
also not affect the private box 
and public mail chutes, in the 
mail lobby on Ocean Avenue, 
Ratcliffe said. 
These ser­ 
vices would remain open 24 
hours a day as usual. 
Ratcliffe noted that those de­ 
siring 
to 
purchase stamps 
could do so from vending ma­ 
chines in the lobby, at Olson’s 
Drug Store on North I St., 
and at the postal substation in 
Vandenberg Village. The pro­ 


posed plan would not affect the 
current postal service at Van­ 
denberg Air Force Base for 
the time being, Ratcliffe said, 
although officials are looking 
at that depot also for possible 
changes. 


The changes being consider­ 
ed at the main Post Office in 
Lompoc would save money and 
align postal forces better, ac­ 
cording to Ratcliffe.

HONG KONG - (NEAi - 
Once he swept floors in a 
New York clothing factory. 
Now-, at 41, Lester Levy is 
general manager of the huge 
factory belonging to Colinda 
Ltd . a Malcolm Starr base 
in Hong Kong. 


It was a tough struggle 
in those days in New York.” 
said Lester. And he hasn't 
forgotten the con d i t io n s 
under w h i c h he worked 
then 


His present 600 workers 
enjoy clean, light and airy 
working conditions, contrary 
to the “ sweat-Shop” image 
often falsely attributed to 
Hong Kong factories. 


Lester’s father was a dress 
cutter. Young Levy started 
as a cutter, too. But his am­ 
bition took him to school four 
nights a week to learn the 
technical niceties of the rag 
trade. He learned pattern 
making and began to do free­ 
lance designing. 


"When I first saw a gar­ 
ment of mine in a shop win­ 
dow — well, I knew I had 
arrived,” he explained. His 
voice still conveys the emo­ 
tion of that first success. 


” 1 used to take one good 
style and produce six sim­ 
ilar ones. They were always 
bread-and-butter d re s s e s , 
salable and never way out. 
But I never really considered 
myself a designer. I didn’t 
have the necessary flair or 
creativity. 
I 
decided that 
production 
was 
more my 
line.” 


Levy was asked a b o u t 
copying — a charge always 
leveled at Hong Kong gar­ 
ment manufacturers. 


"There are two kinds of 


style pirates.” he said, “ the 
sort who draw sketches at 
the Paris couture shows and 
make direct copies and the 
other sort—my sort. 


“ My kind of pirate waits 
until the couture item gets 
into the store windows. 
I 
change a bow or some bead­ 
ing and there you are.” 


Lester Levy is a business­ 
man. He doesn’t love fash­ 
ion. 
*I 
don’t 
necessarily 
agree with the whole fashion 
attitude but it does create a 
lot of jobs." he said. 


Since Malcolm Starr in­ 
vited him to become his 
Hong Kong production man­ 
ager just over four years 
ago. monthly production has 
mcreased from 4.(XX) units to 
5,000 units and the factory 
has e x p a n d e d physically 
from an area of 17.000 square 
feet to 40.(XX) square feet. 


Like other manufacturers 
in Hong Kong, Lester is im­ 
pressed by the performance 
of Chinese factory workers. 
"There is good workmanship 
here providing it is d o n e 
under proper supervision,” 
he said. "The Chinese have 
marvelously d e x t e r o u s 
hands. 


“ Look at this finishing,” 
he exclaimed, turning a bro­ 
cade gown inside out. " I ’m 
spoiled for life. 1 can never 
go back to work done in the 
States. Hong Kong has come 
a long way in five years and 


it will go a long way further. 
There’s n o t h i n g we can’t 
make here ” 


Quality in Hong Kong will 
get even better. Lester be­ 
lieves, since quality, educa­ 
tion and living standards go 
hand-in-hand and these are 
improving all the t i m e. 
After all. quality for some­ 
one who lives in a hut on the 
hillside may merely mean 
water running from a tap." 
he said 


C o 1 i n d a Ltd. produces 
about 3(H) styles a year on a 
four-season basis. Styles are 
predominantly cocktail and 
evening clothes Occasional­ 
ly. Lester himself returns to 
designing and "fools around 
a little” with the styles. 


Beading is used extensive­ 
ly at the Colinda factory. 
And Levy has installed his 
own stamping machines to 
provide an on-the-spot supply 
of beads in various shapes 
and sizes. They are made of 
plexiglass which does not 
melt if subjected to heat in 
washing and dry cleaning. 


1 he s p a c i o u | factory 
rooms are sectioned off ac­ 
cording to function — design, 
pattern m a r k i n g. cutting, 
sewing and basting. Final 
underpi essing and inspection 
routines are rigorously en­ 
forced The very last stage 
is packaging the garments 
tor storage as hanging air 
freight on planes bound for 
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the firm’s major markets, 
of which the United States 
is the largest. 


A methodical check is kept 
on each style as it pro­ 
gresses through each stage 
on to delivery by means of 
Lester 
Levy’s 
own 
"poor 
man’s IBM 
as he calls it. 
This is a massive chart on 
the wall with tags represent­ 
ing each style as it proceeds 
through the factory. 


Colinda is one of Hong 
Kong’s most successful man­ 
ufacturers, but Levy believes 
there 
is 
still 
r o o m 
for 
growth in the Colony and 
that Hong Kong will be an 
even more important source 
of garment manufacturing in 
the near future.

HOUSTON, Tex—(NEA) —

itself is low and modern. 
The i n t e r i o r , purple-and- 
gold, has enough pampering 
devices to make any woman 
feel like a First Lady. 


The Houston spa is one of 
a n e t w o r k of 24 luxury 
health clubs in Texas, Okla­ 
homa, Arizona and Missouri. 
Ten more c l u b s will be 
added to the chain by the 
end of 1970 in such places as 
New York, Georgia, Tennes­ 
see and California. 


The spas are divided into 
two c a t e g o r i e s . For the 
"hub” clubs, which are the 
most expensive and have a 
“ who’s who” membership, 
men and women use sepa­ 
rate f a c i l i t i e s . For the 
“ satellite” clubs 
(popular- 
p r i c e d v e r s i o n s of the 
“ hubs” ), men and women 
use the same club facilities 
on alternating days. 


Dick Minns is the founder 
and president of the Presi- 
dents-First Lady Spa. Inc. 
At 49, he is on his way to 
being a millionaire—a physi­ 
cally fit one, at that. His per­ 
sonal health routine consists 
of one hour and 10 minutes 
of exercise (a two-mile run.

DEAR JUDY LOVE-1 en­ 
joy knitting and am pretty 
fair at it, but buttonholes are 
still a problem to me. Is 
there any suggestion you can 
give to make buttonholes 


simpler in knitted garments? 
—Paulette W. 
DEAR PAULETTE-Nice 
to hear from you. Here are 
two suggestions: First of all, 
you can simply sew buttons 
on the front of your sweater 
or g a r m e n t closing, then 
hide a series of large snap 
fasteners behind. 


But if you insist on having 
genuine buttons that do their 
job, whether or not the pat­ 
tern calls for buttonholes, 
iust try this: 


To make a horizontal but­ 
tonhole, simply cast off as 
many stitches as needed to 
accommodate the button. On 


the following row’, cast on 
the same number of stitches 
over the cast-off stitches. 


Vertical 
buttonholes 
are 
made by dividing the work 
at the point where the but­ 
tons will be inserted. Work 
the number of rows needed 
to give proper height on the 
first set of stitches. Next 
work the same number ot 
rows on the second set of 
stitches. Then knit across 
both sets of stitches as you 
were doing before dividing 
the work. 


Buttonholes on knitted gar­ 
ments should be treated as 
you do those on fabric. It is 
essential to oversew each 
one for added strength.

Chief librarian Claudia Jako- 
beit and her

Mary R. Flannery and Elaine J. 
Seroky, 
handle a collection of 
approximately 
6,000 
books, 
more than 5,000 technical re­ 


ports and more than 300 per­ 
iodicals. 
Although the library has been 
maintained since June 1969 by 
contractor personnel, StaffSer- 
geant Glenn D. Gore is assign­ 
ed to assist the library staff. 
As an additional duty, Sgt.Gore 
is available to give guidance on 
Air Force matters and policy, 
provide financial direction, and 
grant 
approval of Air Force 
funds for the operation of the 
library. 
Technical volumes are avail­ 
able in a variety of subjects, 
including 
acoustical engineer­ 
ing, aerospace vehicles, anten­ 
nas, astronomy, ballistic mis­ 
siles, chemistry, cybernetics, 
geodetics, human engineering, 
nuclear rocketry, management,’ 
mathematics, 
oceanography, 
optics, telemetry, and related 
areas of missile range opera­ 
tion and instrumentation. 
Numerous technical periodi­ 
cals are supplemented by pub­ 
lications containing Air Force 
and industry news items and 
general interest information.

The men said they encoun­ 
tered no problems from prison 
officials in trying to interest 
state and federal agencies in 
their work.

biggest problem we 
have is not sending stuff out (of 
prison), it’s finding someone 
who is interested,” said Wil­ 
werding. “ For some reason 
they think nothing good can 
come out of prison.” 
Wilwerding doesn’t like to 
talk about how he gained the 
education 
in 
chemistry

system. 
“ I learned for illegal purpo­ 
ses,” he said without elabora­ 
tion. 
But Wilwerding did say that 
since he has been in prison, 
officials have been unwilling to 
provide him with more chemis­ 
try books. 
“ They wouldn’t let me in the 
laboratory,” he joked. “ I can't 
even get close to the hospital 
here.”

Grower and handler balloting 
on the proposed California Dry 
Bean Research and Marketing- 
Program is now in the 
third 
week of the 60-day voting period, 
and according to Steward Cox, 
grower chairman of the commit­ 
tee 
sponsoring the marketing 
order, assents are coming in at 
about the average rate for this 
point in a voting period of this 
length. 
“ However, our committee is 
urging producers and handlers 
who received ballots to send 
them in as soon as possible 
and not to wait until the last 
few days before the May 25 
deadline,” Cox said. “ If we re­ 
ceive assents from the required 
majorities before that date, the 
program ran be established im­ 
mediately. This will give the 
industry more time to organize 
the board and get a sound re­ 
search program under way by 
the time this year’s crop is 
harvested.” 
In an effort to speed up the 
return of assents, particular­ 
ly by growers, Cox has mail­ 
ed a letter to all producers on 
the Director of Agriculture’s 
list of eligible voters, urging 
them to sign and mail their bal­ 
lots immediately and reminding 
them that under the assent meth­ 
od which is being used to deter­ 
mine industry sentiment on this 
Program, neglecting to send in a 
ballot is like voting “ No.” 
Cox said that his committee­ 
men had reported instances of 
growers misplacing the ballot 
mailed to them and asking if a 
duplicate ballot could be obtain­ 
ed. The answer is yes.

500 square-root area for the ha­ 
bitat. Busby and his Oceano­ 
graphic Office crew 
Roger 
Merrifield, 
Mike Costin and 
Joe Pollio — will also be look­ 


ing to see if another 15-mile- 
long 
strip 
of 
Santa Bar­ 
bara channel lands will be suit­ 
able for an underwater cable. 
“ We will be looking at both 
the habitat area and the cable

Ocean fishing has still been 
on the spotty side for the past 
week. Heavy winds have been 
prevalent every day and the few 
bottom 
fish 
that 
have been 
brought in have come from the 
area off Pt. Sal. 
This time of the year one 
must expect wind and from look­ 
ing over the reports from up 
and down the coast, the same 
conditions appear existant 
Now we come to what may 
be the beginning of the end of 
sportsfishing if the com m er­ 
cial interests have their way. 
What looks like a spite fight, 
gendered by the loss of part of 
the anchovy slaughter is de­ 
veloping. 
Ten bills introduced by As­ 
semblyman Vince Thomas of 
San Pedro, the political main­ 
stay of commercial fishing in 
the southland. AB 1731 asks that 
now yellow tail be taken or pos­ 
sessed in California waters (a 
real spite bill). Another, AB 
1730 says that white sea bass 
and barracuda under 28 inches 
may not be taken or possess­ 
ed while AB 1729 calls for the 
taking of 200,000 tons of ancho­ 
vies a year. 
All of these bills should be 
fought by our local sportsm en’s 
clubs and a letter-w riting cam ­ 
paign to the legislators. If stern 
action is not taken, it looks 
like the ocean sports fishing 
will be consigned to limbo. 
Heavy mail is one way that a 
senator or assemblyman will 
be aware of any pending ac­ 
tion. 
Surf fishing has also been 
on the quiet side because of the 
heavy seas. We were down at 
the new park at Guadalupe and 
feel the Santa Barbara County 
Parks department is to be con­ 
gratulated for setting up this 
area. There is no fancy gate­ 
house — in fact nothing but a 
plain utility has been consider­ 
ed. There is ablaoktopped park­ 
ing area which is all neatly 
fenced with a few- sanitary con­ 
veniences. When we read of 
estim ates of access areas cost­ 
ing some thousands of dollars, 
we would refer them to this ef­ 
ficient catering to the surf fish­ 
ermen. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Here again wind, and cold 
ones at that, have sort of upset 
the local fishing. This appears 
to be 
the 
general 
consen­ 
sus statewide at reservoir and 
lake fishing. 
Lopez has been spotty. The 
best spot reported appears to 
be about a mile past the horse 
corral. The road is under con­ 
struction and not ready for traf­ 
fic but can be traversed on foot 
and somewhat of a rugged trip. 
But from the fish taken recent­ 
ly, it is worth the effort. Our 
trouble is that we have been 
spoiled by being able to fish al­ 
most any area from the car.

Their lives in greater jeopardy than any astronauts before 
them with only the still operable lunar landing mondule stand­ 
ing between them and slow suffocation in space, astronauts 
Lovell, Haise and Swigert arced the crippled Apollo around 
the moon and carried out a crucial four-minute rocket bum 
to head them back to earth and a “ routine” splashdown in the 
i’acific.

of the world closer 
ogether in a common, shared concern during those hours 
Apollo 13 achieved perhaps its greatest success of all. 


Britain, France, Russia - a dozen nations offered the use of

temporarily strayed beyond the 
planet. If only the nations could co-operate with such urgen-

to the moon, let’s leave well enough alone and spend the money 
on earth.

been devised. Another future benefit from Apollo 13 may be 
to spur efforts in that direction. 
But short of having a duplicate booster and duplicate crew

Douglas revolution 


The Democratic 
Congressman who 
had demanded of Republican leader Ger­ 
ald Ford that he be specific on the mat­ 
ter of why Justice William O. Douglas 
should be impeached, 
makes a good 
point — although it is as much 
his 
responsibility as Mr, F ord’s to concern 
himself with whether 
Mr. Douglas has 
destroyed his usefulness, and Mr.Doug­ 
las’s book is as 
easily 
available to 
Democrats as to Re­ 
publicans. 
And 
any­ 
way, a precis of Mr. 
Douglas’ s 
book 
ap­ 
pears in the current is­ 
sue of a pornographic 
monthly readily avail­ 
able. 
T h e r e , 
nestled 
among the pudenda, is 
an article 
by Justice 
Douglas entitled “ Re­ 
dress the Revolution,” 
an 
excerpt from his book, “ Points of 
Rebellion.” Mr. 
Douglas 
begins by 
talking about the generally unsatisfac­ 
tory state of affairs in America today, 
including the recent 
elimination of his 
favorite 
trout stream . Then suddenly 
he finds himself talking about violence, 
which 
he concedes “ has no constitu­ 
tional sanctions.” This he would appear 
to regret, because he adds immediate­ 
ly, “ but where grievances pile high and 
most of the elected spokesmen repre­ 
sent the establishment, violence maybe 
the only effective response.” 
Mr. Douglas reaches abroad for illus­ 
trations. 
He recites tales of horror 
about life in Guatemala 
as related by 
two priests and a nun — ex-nun and 
ex-priests 
being perhaps more accur­ 
ate, since post - Guatemala, 
they got 
m arried. 
Anyway, 
Mr. Douglas, who 
is supposed to be expert on the rules of 
evidence, passes 
along the extraordi­ 
nary 
news that the Maryknoll priests 
“ between 1966 and 1967, . . . saw more 
than 2,800 
intellectuals, 
students, la­ 
bor 
leaders, and peasants assassinat­ 
ed by right-wing groups because they 
were trying to combat the ills of Gua­ 
temalan 
society.” An altogether 
as­ 
tounding 
story, as I say. First, that 
there should have been 2,800 assassi­ 
nations 
in tiny Guatemala over a one 
year period without anybody 
knowing 
about it, second that the assassinations 
should 
have been directed 
against 
those 
who 
sought 
to combat rather 
than 
promote evil; but most extraor­ 
dinary of all, that Guatemalan authori­ 
ties should have summoned two priests 
and one nun to witness each and every one 
of said assassinations. 
Mr. Douglas has at this point picked 
up a lot of steam, and he reports glee­ 
fully that the priests advised Guatemalan 
peasants who approached them, that un­ 
der the circumstances, it is okay by God 
to use violence. Under the circum­ 
stances . . . 
Mr. Douglas moves now to America. 
Here, he concedes, we do not turn 
readily to violence. However, we 
run the risk of violence — because the 
young 
generation 
doesn’t like the way 
things are run in America, believing that 
the entire governing class is run by the 
special interests. 
Now, he explains, the situation was 
very sim ilar back in 1776. Then, Amer­ 
icans demanded a restructuring of our 
institutions. “ That restructuring was not 
forthcoming and there was revolution.” 
And 
then, 
explicitly, 
the climax. 
“ You must realize that today’s estab­ 
lishment is the new King George HI. 
Whether it will continue “ — note, that 
Mr. Douglas would have us believe that 
the establishment does now 
exercise 
the tyrannical 
practices 
of George 
III, 
- “ we 
do not know. If it does, 
the redress, 
honored 
in tradition 
is 
also revolution.” 
Now what Mr. Douglas has said very 
simply is that such conditions as legi­ 
timized 
revolution in 1776, now exist 
in America 
in 1970. 
He seems to be 
saying that George III —the establish­ 
ment — might well be given, for a little 
longer, a chance to reverse itself. But 
that is one 
man’s 
judgment. Those 
who — for instance the Chicago Seven - 
believe that America has been given long 
enough to change its ways, and there­ 
fore advocate 
instant revolution, dis­ 
agree with Mr. Douglas only on a mat­ 
ter of timing. What they advocate - vio­ 
lent revolution - is in Mr. Douglas's 
view, 
very simply, 
honored by tradi­ 
tion. 
If that is not sufficient cause for im- 


so 
do 


peaching an official of the government 
who has sworn 
to defend 
the Consti­ 
tution and the execution of its laws, then 
nothing justifies impeachment. It is quite 
extraordinary that Congress should have 
got lathered up over the nickel and dime 


malversations 
of 
Justice 
Fortas, 
while sleeping on this one. If Mr. Doug­ 
las is not impeached, he may have prov­ 
ed by other means that he intended, that 
indeed American society is irretrievably 
corrupt.

A source in Laos has recently writ­ 
ten a letter about the problems of the 
people in the village of Sithantay. 
Here 
U.S. 
aid sponsors 
a small 
pumping project to help the village rice 
farm ers. It is around just such vil­ 
lages as this the battles in Laos have 
been 
fought in the 
past 
few weeks. 
The 
Lao 
battle 
losses bother 
the 
young man. They do 
not disturb him half 
as much as our agri­ 
cultural failures in 
Sithantay. 
This is one let­ 
ter from one young 
man in a small vil­ 
lage. But it helps to 
% 
explain why our aid 
money in Laos and 
elsewhere frequently seems to produce 
less-than-expected results despite the 
large amounts we spend. 
I his is 
important in Laos for in the 
kind of war now being fought in that 
* ountry, battles may be less important 
than what happens in the villages In 
this, the theories of Mao Tse-tung and 
the U.S. government now agree. 
So let us look at how this youth des­ 
cribes what we have done: 
. . . when the Sithantay pumping 
project was begun, the main concerns in 
the planners’ minds were whether the 
project would be economically feasible 
given the present knowledge of rice pro­ 
duction and pumping costs, and how the 
canal system should be built to fit the 
available topography . . . . 
Little or no planning was directed 
toward determining if the farm ers would 
be able to administer the system. 
" l ikewise, the political ties between 
high Royal Lao government officials and 
vaiious villagers in Sithantay were ig­ 
nored if, in fact, anyone was ever aware 
of their existence . . . . 
“ No attention was paid to the lack of 
. . . trust among the farm ers 
“ No attention was paid to the diffi­ 


culties of including farm ers to work to 
gether on a long-term project that re 
quires continuing co-operation for it tob< 
successful; the farm ers themselves nev 
er were brought to realize there wa: 
more to growing a second crop than help 
mg with the canal, then sitting back an< 
waiting for the water to come. No at 
tent ion was paid to the problem of de 
veloping competent leaders who (could 
direct a large 
group of farm ers with 
out continually resorting to force. 
“ No attention was paid to training 2 
water manager for the association whc 
would be technically competent to plax 
an efficient 
water 
distribution 
sys­ 
tem. . . . 
“ Little work was done . . . in teach­ 
ing farm ers proper fertilizer usage... 
No organization was created among 
the farmers, although a Sithantay Farm­ 
ers Association did exist on paper 
I his organization in the fact consisted 
only of an association chief, elected by 
the farm ers at Royal Lao government 
and U.S. AID instigation. Nothing was 
done to help this man govern the asso­ 
ciation . . . there was simply a figure­ 
head for any government dealings with 
the farm ers . . . When I arrived at Sith­ 
antay. . . I found the association chief 
had lost interest in his job and the 
farm ers had lost interest in listening 
to him. . . . 
. . Beginning from the time when 
U.S. AID told the farm ers they had to 
form an association and then proceed 
only to the point of having them elect 
one man without training to be the lead­ 
er, there has been consistent under­ 
estimation 
of the difficulties and com­ 
plexity of training farm ers 
to govern 
their own association and training them 
in the technical aspects of manage­ 
ment. . . . 
“ Development must be a development 
of people and their institutions as well 
as of things; . .. if the Royal Lao govern­ 
ment bureaucracy and the village power 
structures are not strengthened, then 
nothing we attempt here will ever be 
self-perpetuating. . . ”
